Chou boasted that China no 
lorigtr is a weak nation and 
would not beg for peace at the 
price of surrendering territorial 
claims. 


He called the recently-signed 
mutual defense treaty under 
which the United States prom- 
ises to defend Formosa and the 
nearby Pescadores as “a great 
menace to peace in the Far East 
and Asia.” 

Chou charged that the United 
States attempted “to cover up 
the aggressive substance of the 
_ so . treaty” by creating “a 
great clamor about the. . . 
United States spies that had 
beem justly convicted in China.” 

That was Chou’s only refer- 
ence to the 11 United States air- 
men, and two civilian employes 
of ‘the United States Army im- 
prisoned by the Reds on spy 
charges. He made no mention 
of United Nations Secretary Gen- 
eral. Dag Hammarskjold’s pro- 
jected trip to Peiping to seek 
the airmen’s release. 

Chou also expressed “great 
regret” over recent actions by 
Great Britain. He said relations 
between Britain and Red China 
improved during the Geneva 
conference, but he added that 
of late Britain “has been vig- 
orously following the dangerous 
policy of the United States ag- 
gressive bloc on certain major 
issues.” He mentioned Formosa 
as being one of these “issues.” 


Chou’s remarks were largely 
echoed by the organization he 
addressed —the National Com- 
mittee of the Chinese. People’s 
Political Consultative Confer- 
ence. The conference, which 
served as Red China’s congress 
until a constitution was adopted 
earlier this year, wound up its 
meeting Christmas day with this 
declaration: 


“We solemnly warn aggressive 
circles in the United States and 
their followers that the age when 
China could be dismembered 
at the will of the imperialists 
has gone. . .. The Chinese 
people must liberate Taiwan, put 
an end to the traitor Chiang Kai- 
shek and smash the United 
States-Chiang Kai-shek (mutual 
defense) treaty.” 


PAKISTAN’S ENVOY WARNS 
AGAINST LITTLE U.S. AID 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (UP) 
~The Ambassador of Pakistan 
has warned that any small-scale 
United States economic aid to 
Asia would require generations 
to show results. 

Ambassador Syed Amjad Ali, 
appearing yesterday on the ABC 
television program “College 
Press Conference,” said he had 
tried in vain to learn the Ad- 
ministration’s plans on economic 
aid to Asia. All he could find 
out was that a “decision in prin- 
ciple on aid to Asia” had been’ 
made and would be presented 
to Congress, he said. 

He said if the United States 
decided to start the new pro- 
gram “in a small way” it would 
take generations to make head- 
way. Meantime progress to- 
. ward higher standards would be 
eanceled by Asia’s rapid popula- 
tion growth. Amjad Ali said he 
is satisfied, on the basis of White 
House assurances, that this coun- 
try does not anticipate “letting 
down” its military aid to Pakis- 
tan and other anti-Communist 
Asian nations.

Seaton said the Pentagon’s 
planned new military manpower 
cuts were not primarily due to 
budget considerations but were 
aimed at keeping the Armed 
Services in shape for the long 
pull of a cold war. 

Seaton added that the 1,100,- 
000-man army é¢éalled for under 
the reduced strength plan would 
be larger than ever before in 
peacetime and “could hardly be 
called a negligible force when 
backed by all the modern weap- 
ons we have.” 

Senator John C. Stennis 
(Dem.), Mississippi said today, 
however, that Congress must in- 
vestigate carefully to determine 
whether the proposed cuts could 
be justified by the modern con- 
cepts of atomic warfare. 

Stennis is a member of the 
Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee. He made the statement as 
another Senate Democrat, Mike 
Monroney of Oklahoma, urged 
that the committee make a care- 
ful study of the entire ‘defense 
program emphasizing the cuts 
in ground force manpower and 
the proposed reserve program. 

Monroney said the cuts in 
Army and Marine strength con- 
stituted one of the biggest gam- 
bles the nation had ever known. 
He said decreasing the strength 
of the Army and marines could 
be an invitation for more of the 
“nibbling tactics” employed by 
the Soviet Union. :

— Wilson, Weeks, 
Humphrey Views. 


WASHINGTON, Det; 27 (AP) 
—Members of President Eisen- 
hower’s Cabinet, indulging in the 
year-end custom of taking a look 
ahead, see 1955 as a year of 
peace, but continuing tensions 
and of a stable and prosperous 
economy. 


The Cabinet officers wrote 
their appraisals of 1954 and of 
1955 fer “Nation’s Business,” 
monthly publication of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. While several of the 
10 expressed a note of caution, 
there was no pessimism. 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles: said 1954 saw consider- 
able progress toward world 
peace, but that “formidable ob- 
stacles” remain. He predicted 
the free world would be exposed 
to Communist trickery in 1955. 

“We shall strive that no in- 
candescent episode will flare in- 
to the terrible eventuality of a 
third World War,” he said. “The 
tactics will vary, but the search 
for truth and a just peace will go 
strongly forward.” 

Wilson’s Statement. 


Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson wrote: 

‘We are determined to use our 
atomic leadership to serye the 
usages of peace, but we will take 
full account of our large and 
growing arsenal of nuclear weap- 
ons and the most effective means 
of using them against an ag- 
gressor if they are needed to 
preserve our freedom... . 

“We do not necessarily seek 
the biggest air force in the 
world, but we do want the best 
and the most powerful... 
second best is not good 


enough. .. .” 

Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey said the 
nation’s economy must provide 
the weapons of defense and “an 
ever higher standard of living as 
well as the social services which 
our people want and need.” He 
said the nation’s economic sights 
had been raised to bring those 
goals in range. 

“The economy for which we 
are working will provide a de- 
pendable flow cf new and im- 
proved products and new, better- 
paying jobs for a steadily in- 
creasing population,” Humphrey 


said. 
Economic Growth. 
Somewhat more cautiously, 


Secretary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks said that “further eco- 


nomic growth in 1955 is proba- 
ble, if an environment that is 
favorable to business progress 


is maintained.”

Is the Key to World's Problems

HANCELLOR KONRAD ADENAUER of West Germany says 
he has hope that an effective system of controlling atomic 
weapons will be found and that it will in turn lead to a gen- 


eral easing of world tensions. 


“Once the terror of the atomic weapons has been banished, 
then such a change of the mental atmosphere among nations will, 
I think, occur that one can arrive at reasonable arrangements,” 
Adenauer said in a copyrighted interview with the magazine U. S. 


News and World Report. 

Asked how he views the pros- 
pects for “truly peaceful co- 
existence” with the Soviet world, 
Adenauer replied: 

“ dn my opinion, the de- 
cisive question is whether it 
will be possible to reach an 


agreement in the matter of 
atomic weapons. If that were 
achieved, I trust the decisive 
step will have been taken, and 
I have the hope, just because of 
the dreadfulness of those wictiatl 
ons, that it will succeed. 


‘Liberation of Thinking.’ 

“Once countries and govern- 
ments become ready ... to re- 
nounce it (the atomic bomb) in 
earnest, to renounce it under 
control, then I think, that will 
cause such a liberation of think- 
ing and such a liberation frdbm 
human fears that everything, so 
to speak, will go ahead success- 
fully. 

“However, as long as that 
question is not solved, I don’t 
think that an easing of tension 
will occur, and then all the 
special problems will remain un- 
solved.” 

Adenauer said, without elab- 
orating, that he welcomes the 
attitude of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration toward the problem 
of curbing nuclear weapons. 

Without an effective system of 
controls, he added, the arms race 
between Communism and the 
West will continue at a rapid 
pace and “then the armament 
race will ever increase the ten- 
sion.” 

Interviewed at Bonn prior to} 
the French Assembly’s tentative | 
vote on Friday to reject the plan

with Soviet Russia shortly after 
regaining her sovereignty. 

Adenauer said that fears that 
a rearmed Germany within the 
framework of a European union‘ 
will be a warlike Germany are: 
baseless. He said Germany could‘ 
not or would not produce heavy 
weapons or long range bombers, 
and that German production of 
atom weapons would be “utterly: 
impossible.” ; 


Adenauer emphasized that a’ 
revived German army would be’ 
part of a European force and 
would lose the character and 
spirit of a national army. He 
said the situation is entirely dif- 
ferent from that which existed 
in 1914 and in 1939. 

In 1914, he said, European* 
countries had no mutual ties 
and before the last world war 
Hitler had created an outright” 
army of aggression.

To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 


In discussing undergraduate 
apathy on political and social ques- 
tions, a Princeton student quoted in 
the Princeton Alumni Weekly two 
sentences from an employment pam- 
phliet issued by the Socony-Vacuum 
Co., which he thought helped explain 
the matter. 

I was so perturbed by those sen- 
tences that I sent for the pamphlet 
and now quote the entire paragraph 
from which they were taken: 

“Personal views can cause a lot of 
trouble. Remember then to keep 
them always conservative. The ‘isms’ 
ere out. Business being what it is, 
it naturally looks with disfavor on 
the wild-eyed radical or even the 
moderate.pink. On the other hand, 
I think you will find very few busi- 
ness organizations who will attempt 
to dictate the political party of their 
employes.” 

The author—a personne! officer in 
the company—assured me that this 
pamphlet had. been circulated for 
some years in and .out of colleges 
with applause and that mine was the 
first criticism. 


Of course, Socony-Vacuum has a 
right to circulate the pamphlet 
through college placement bureaus. 
The pamphlet represents, however, 
an obvious effort to control opinion 
by job control. It is, te my mind, sur- 
prising that our colleges and uni- 
versities should spend large sums of 
money to train students to think and 
to express their thoughts and then 
make no protest when a great corpo- 
ration warns their graduates to keep 
still unless their opinions are “con- 
servative.” That is, I suppose, as 
nearly as possible a carbon copy of 
the boss's. 

The paragraph I quoted, by the 
way, is headed “Personal Views” and 
follows a paragraph on “Personal 
Habits” which, among other things, 
advises against drinking too much. 
If then, a young college or high 
school graduate will not drink too 
much and not think at all except as 
an electronic machine on the job, he 
may rise. 

But what will happen to democ- 
racy or to education if this is to be 
presented as the road to success? Re- 
cent writers who have discovered 
that corporations have acquired a 
soul of which they give creditable evi- 
dence might do further research into 
the nature of that soul. 

I write as chairman of the Union 
for Democratic Socialism ‘a kind of 
Fabian Seciety) but I write in sup- 
port of a principle of vital impor- 
tance to all believers in democracy 
whatever their own political and eco- 
nomic views.

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The week between Christmas and the New 
Year brought no holiday in France. Because 
of the tenseness of the situation in Paris it pro- 
duced less of a holiday season in Washington and 
London and many other places, including 
Augusta, Ga. 

Would the French National Assembly reverse 
itself and approve German rearmament only 
three or four days after it voted against rearm- 
ing the West Germans, 280 to 259? 

Would it give Premier Mendes-France a vote 
of confidence on this highly charged issue? 

Or would it defeat the West European Union 
as it rejected EDC, and in doing so throw 
Mendes-France out of office? 

These were the questions being asked in every 
capital of the world as a new day of debate began 
in the French Chamber of Deputies. Over the 
long Christmas weekend the slight Premier 
worked around the clock to bring about a favor- 
able vote. It was no new experience for him 
to have his head in the lion’s mouth. That is 
just where his head has been more or less con- 
tinuously since he said last June that he would 
either bring peace in Indochina or resign. 

. * * 


The best hope for a reversal seemed to lie 
with the Catholic M.R.P. (Popular Republican 
Movement), 61 of whose members voted against 
the tréaty last week. Former Premier Schuman, 
who abstained on Friday, said over the weekend 
that he would vote for ratification. His position 
was that the issue of German rearmament is so 
serious that the M.R.P. could support it only as 
a last resort—such as a vote of confidence. 

After the rejection of the German rearmament 
treaty, the Mendes-France Government an- 
hounced that social security payments to large 
families were being increased. This move had 
been under study for a long time and it was 
said to have been effected now only concidental- 
ly. Yet there was more than a chance that the 
timing would appeal to the Catholic M.R.P. and 
cause a more friendly attitude toward Mendes- 
France’s urgent appeal. 

Part of Mendes-Franece’s trouble lay in the 
multiplicity of parties. The M.R.P., the De Gaul- 
lists, the Radical Socialists, the Socialists, the 
Communists and any other splinter groups have 
their own axes to grind. Some favorable votes 
last week represented a desire not to co-operate 
with the West, but rather to saddle Mendes- 
France with the responsibility for German re- 
armament. 

And that is no light responsibility in the eyes 
of the man in the street in France. He remem- 
bers 1870. He remembers 1914. He remembers 
1939. He remembers the Nazi-Communist pact. 
He asks himself: If Germans are allowed to re- 
arm, how long will it be before German might 
again is pointed across the Rhine at France? 
How long before the United States withdraws 
from Europe and leaves France at the mercy 
of another military-minded German General 
Staff? 

* . * 

If the Eisenhower Administration wants to 
help keep Mendes-France afloat it will reassure 
the people ‘of France that German rearmament 
does not mean setting the stage for another 
Hitler and another Nazi army. Washington will 
reiterate to France that this country intends to 
fulfill its world obligations no matter what the 
Jenners and Brickers and Welkers and McCar- 
thys say in Congress. 

Still another way the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion can help is in refraining from giving the 
impression that its policy is to cut the armed 
forces of this country no matter what comes. The 
most recently announced cut of more than 
400,000 men in the United States uniform could 
not have had other than a bad effect on France. 


~ Manifestly it was bad timing to announce the 


heavy cut just before this crucial vote in Paris. 

Even if the vote of last Friday is reversed a 
lot of damage has been done. Western unity has 
been dealt a serious blow. Washington's job 
is to find out how it can best help repair the 
break. It will require more thought and more 
persuasion than have gone into our relations 
with France up to now. 
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Work for the Grand Jury 

The inquiry into the attempted whitewash of 
James P. Finnegan’s activities is expected to be 
shifted to St. Louis from Omaha about the mid- 
die of next month when a new federal grand 
jury is consfituted here. Presumably the jury 
will be hearing from high Government officials 
with respect to alleged attempts to cover up for 
the former St. Louis Collector who now is serv- 
ing a penitentiary term for misconduct in office. 

Department of Justice officials have said they 
intend going “as high as necessary” to deter- 
mine the facts. More power to them. And while 
the Government is at it every effort should be 
made to ferret out everyone who had any part in 
scheming to retaliate against Chief United States 
District Judge Moore. 

Judge Moore sparked the Finnegan inquiry, 
and then pushed it through to a successful con- 
clusion. Attempts to obstruct justice are unlaw- 
ful. If the Government has any evidence of a 
conspiracy against Judge Moore, the grand jury 
ought to hear about it right off the bat. 
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$100,000.000 Face Lifting 

The effort to mobilize community support for 
an exciting and significant face lifting in St. 
Louis has begun to roll. Fourteen civic, labor 
and business-leaders have been named as an 
executive committee of the Citizens’ Bond Issue 
Screening Committee. 

This is a truly important step. The Screening 
Committee has the assignment of examining the 
merits of all public works proposed for inclusion 
in a bond issue program of municipal improve- 
ments. That program may run to as much as 
$100,000,000. But until the committee is ap- 
pointed and functioning the bond issue will 
remain little more than a subject for conversga- 
tion. 

The Screening Committee eventually will grow 
to include perhaps 250 persons representing 
every segment of community life. A committee 
of this size is essential. If the bond issue is to 
be a community effort, no other method is pos- 
sible. And since tne bond issue itself will re- 
quire a two-thirds favorable majority at the 
polls,.as many persons ag possible will have to 
be enlisted at every stage of the campaign. 
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Keeping a Ballot Within Bounds 

The §&t. Louis School Board has prudently 
acted to prevent capricious filings in the April 
5 Schoo! Board election. Candidates for the five 
Board seats that will be at stake then will be re- 
quired ofce again to file nominating petitions 
bearing severa] thousand signatures. This ought 
to hold the field to reasonable size. It is quite a 
gain. School Board candidates run as nonparti- 
sans, that is, without party label, Their names 


are merely listed one below the other on the 


\ 
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ballot. The more names, the longer the ballot 


- and the more difficult it is for the average voter 


to make heads or tails of it, Visions of just such 
a confusing, yard-long ballot were raised last 
month when Missouri's Attorney General John 
M. Dalton ruled that petitions no Jonger were 
necessary. Happily he also ruled that the Board 
had the power to establish reasonable regulations 
as to the form in which candidacies were filed. 
And happily the Board without dissent has de- 
cided to exercise that power. 
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_ The Quiet Man 

If the name of George C. Bott is not well 
known, he deserves congratulations because of 
the fact. Mr. Bott is leaving office as general 
counsel of the National Labor Relations Board. 
He handled a most difficult job ably and quietly. 
It had not always been so. 

Under the Taft-Hartley Act, the general coun- 
sel is an independent officer. The board itself 
must wait on his decision as to unfair labor prac- 
tices before it can act. This is unusual procedure 
for quasi-judicial agencies and it has led to 
trouble. 


In 1950, the NLRB and its then-general coun- 
sel, the late Robert N. Denham, engaged in a 
noisy jurisdictional dispute. Denham claimed the 
right to name regional directors for the board. 
He also accused the board of being against man- 
agement. The board itself did not answer the 
latter charge but labor unions accused Denham 
of being anti-labor. 

Mr. Bott stepped into Mr. Denham's place and 
the noise ceased. The office grew notably free of 
criticism by either management or labor. And 
now Mr. Bott moves out. 


President Eisenhower has named Theophil C. 
Kammholz, Chicago attorney, for the post. Mr. 
Kammholz is well regarded but his nomination 
may run into trouble for two reasons. His legal 
practice was chiefly on management’s side, and 
he was an adviser to Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks, whose influence on labor policy has not 
made labor or two Secretaries of Labor very 
happy. 

Perhaps the main obstacle facing the Kamm- 
holz appointment is, however, that it came so 
late. The White House had sent the nomination 
to the Senate session considering censure of Sen- 
ator McCarthy. The busy Senators passed it over 
and left it for the incoming Democratic Congress. 

It will not be easy for the Administration 
to find a man as equitable as George Bott for 
NLRB counsel. It would have been easier for the 
White House to attempt to fill his chair in ample 
time before he left it.

Nothing evaporates so well by Monday as a 
Saturday football jinx. The clouds gather dur- 
ing the week, they impend and portend by the 
morning of the game, a little gloom and moisture 
falls, and then the sun breaks through and by 
today there is no sign that either doom or its 
prophets were ever around.

That 
measure, offered by Senator Kerr of Oklahoma, 
would have exempted independent producers 
from regulation, and Congress passed it, only to 
run into President Truman’s veto. 

Mr. Steed does not, of course, say in what 
way the threat of regulation has increased prices 
te the consumers these last four years, or in 
what way the lack of regulation he proposes 
would reduce the price. Holding prices in line 
is just why the regulation should be applied. 

The cold fact is that with independent natural

Final tabulation of official results of the Nov. 
2 congressional election shows that a record high 
vote for an off-presidential-year was cast, after 
all.

“There is no indication that one sin- 
gle youngster has become addicted just 
because of the educational processes. I 
think the educational program has 
helped these youngsters.”

ly deprived of heroin, pace! torment 


is almost unbearable. They suffer con- 
vulsions, diarrhea and intense pain in 
the abdomen and back. There is nausea 
and yomiting, muscle twitching, clammy 
perspiration and fever. 


And to these torments is added sleep- 


lessness. The skin is cold and covered 
with gooseflesh. ’ 

Dr. Hubert Shattuck Howe, a member 
of the New York City Welfare and 
Health Council's Committee on the Use 
of Narcotics Among Teen-Age Youth, 
feels the narcotics user is a sick person 
and not a criminal, and resorts to crim- 
inal practices only to maintain a habit 
which has become vital to his physical 
requirements. The person addicted to 
opiates is not a sex maniac. Opiate nar- 
cotics produce impotence and a com- 
plete lack of desire. 


Toward a World Pact 


International co-operation is the only 
possible solution to the vicious traffic 
in drugs. : 


There are many sections of New York 
City where heroin can be purchased as 
easily as powdered sugar, which it re- 
sembles. The reason is obvidus. One 
kilo (35 ounces) of heroin costing about 
$3000 in Italy could eventually bring 
$3,000,000 in this country. 


For 45 years the United States, one 
of the principal targets of this scourge, 
has been striving to limit the produc- 
tion of opium to the world’s medical and 
scientific requirements. It has met with 
little success, 

The United Nations has drawn up 
the International Opium Protocol which 
aims at reducing the licit annual pro- 
duction of opium from 2000 tons to 500 
tons, which represents the medical and 
scientific needs of the world. — 

The protocol has been signed by 36 
nations, but ratified te date by only 
eight. The Senate in August ratified the 

rotocol, Before it can go into effect, 

t myst be ratified ‘by at least 25 na- 
tions, including three which produce 
opium, from which heroin is derived. 

Under the protocol, only seven coun- 
tries would be permitted te export raw 
opium--Turkey, Iran, India, Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria, Greece and Russia. None of 
these has yet ratified the protocol. 


Major Source of Dope 


Of the seven, the principal overpro- 
duction has been taking place in Tur- 
key, Iran and India, according to Com- 
missioner Anslinger, since 1946 a mem- 
ber of the U.N. Narcotics Commission. 

But by far “the major source of illicit 
traffic for the entire world” is Red 
China, Mr. Anslinger says.

AEC’s Ruling.

tentative agreement has been 
reached. An Associated Press | 
dispatch said it was described 
as designed to give American 
military and civilian personnel 
at United States bases the same 
religious rights they have at 
home. 


However, a report to the New 


York Times said the agreement 
would empower the Roman 
Catholic Church to sanction or 
forbid marriages in Spain be- 
tween United Statest citizens of 
mixed religions. 


The Times said United States 


chaplains would be forbidden 
to marry a Catholic Spaniard 
and a non-Catholic member of 
United States personnel unless 
the Catholic party réceived per- 
mission from the Spanish re- 
ligious authorities. Civil au- 
thorization must be received for 
such a marriage. In addition, 
reported the Times, no marriage 
could be performed without the 
approval of the head of the 
United States forces in Spain.

less worker in the nursery 
and kindergarten department of 
the Saugatuck Congr 
Church in’ nearby W 
Conn., started a search for

Feeling that the traditional 
hymns were too difficult for the 
very young, Mrs. Mason began 
a collection of simple songs she 
se yee magazines — 
pamphiets, prima —_ an 
old and new cena . To this 
collection she added of 
her own composition and still 
others suggésted by a friend 
and neighbor, Phyllis Ohanian, 
a music teacher, mother of three 
and expert on folk music. 


Now grown to a total of 162 
songs, this unique collection has 
been published simultaneously 
by Random House in a hard- 
cover edition and by The New 
American Library in a 5§0-cent 
Signet Key paperback. Titled 
“God's Wonderful World,” the 
gaily-illustrated book has been 
approved by religious leaders, 
music experts and child psychol- 
ogists. 

“I believe that mothers and 
teachers will find in this book 
at least one song which touches 


on every religious concept which 


young children are capable of 
experiencing and understanding, 
as well as many songs which 
will help open their hearts and 
minds to the wonders of God's 
world,” says Mrs. Mason. 
“Every song in the book has 
been tested in actual home and 
Sunday school use. We know 
from experience that children 
can comprehend the ideas ex- 
pressed in the songs.. The main 
theological ideas expressed are: 
God exists; He created the world 
which operates according to His 
plan; and both God and Jesus 
love us all. Every song in the 
book can be given religious sig- 
nificance. Even the humorous 
ones contain a serious point.” 


Before the songs were put in 
book form, Mrs. Mason once 
each month mafled to the homes 
of the children of the Sunday 
school the words of some song 
so the mothers could help the

children learn them. In gay 
folders, decorated with colorful 
stickers and addressed to the 
children themselves, the songs 
became prized possessions of 
the youngsters and soon the 


mothers were asking for the

Mrs. Mason considered mime- 
ographing the songs for use in 
Sunday School and by the moth- 


ers at home and mentioned the 
idea to a friend, Henry Sell, edi- 
tor of Town & Country maga- 
zine. Sell suggested that the 
songs be put in form for book 
publication and interested Ran- 
dom House publisher, Bennett 
Cerf, in the idea.

HE very next day, Mrs. Ma- 
T son called her friend Phyllis 

Ohanian and asked if she 
would be interested in collabo- 
rating on the venture. 

“I knew Phyllis was already 
acquainted with the problem of 
the lack of religious song for 
younger ‘children because we 
had discussed it when she was 
church organist and I was the 
leader of the kindergarten and 
nursery department,” Mrs. Ma- 
son said. “We set to work im- 
mediately. She thought we 
could use more folk music. Be- 
cause of her wide knowledge in 


poems IL had composed or which 
could be’ adapted to fit, by 
changing either a few words of 
the poem or a few notes of the 
music.” 

When about 100 songs were 
in finished form, Mrs. Mason 
showed the book to a religious 
leader who suggested that vaca- 
tion bible schools and weekday 
religious classes were also in 
need of new songs.

Months 
of effort, months during which 
they had spent every spare mo- 
ment writing new songs and 
music, rearranging old songs to 
make the words and music sim- 
ple, had gone into the book.

The range in most 
of the songs is from D above 
middle C, up one octave to the 
next D.- In one song, ‘Bless 
These Gifts,’ the range is only 
four notes. We have avoided 
slurring, wherever possible, be-

note. We have tried to avoid 
large skips from one note to the

ATURE people are inclined 
M to believe that children have 

the same emotional re- 
sponses as they have and so are 
often hurt, or discouraged, when 
the children show no such re- 
action.

Sitter's Advantage

ABY-SITTING can be a real pleasure. Not that it always 
B: But it need not so frequently be the scene of bedlam 
which it is and which makes high school girls think 
twice about marriage. And it could and should certainly 
' more often be a cut above mere custodial care, at least with 
preschool and school age children. Though custodial care 

~ may be all that most babies need. 

. Sitting should be a creative job. Taking even the worst 
possible situation, the sitter—usually an outsider at the 
start—is suddenly thrust on an unwilling child and must try 
to prevent loss of life or limb, keep the household effects 
from destruction, and develop a generally friendly atmos- 
phere—in that order of importance, 


+ 2 

THIS IS NOT INVARIABLY EASY, but the sitter does 
have a few advantakes on.her side which the parents do 
not. One is novelty, which can be a real help. Another is a 
greater possibility of maintaining that attitude of unruffled 
yet warm control which psychologists are always recom- 
mending. This is because the sitter knows that she is going 
home in a few hours and need never see the child again 
unless she prefers—while the mother has no such alterna- 
tive. Under such circumstances it is much easier to be 
pleasantly detached. 


An essential difference between the approach of the 
sitter. and that of the parent is that the sitter operates to a 
much greater extent on the principle of expediency. The 
parent, concerned with the effects of his practices on the 

- future growth of the child, asks: “How will this affect his 
character growth?” The sitter is concerned much more with 
immediate goals—“Will it make him go to bed?” In fact, 
it is better if she remembers this and doesn’t try to change 
the child or the family too drastically, even for their own 
good. 


x * * 


THE PARENT has methods of control developed 
through long experience with the child, which are effective 
because of the child’s knowing that he has to go on living 
with these people. The sitter is in for a one-night stand, 
and lacks many of the parents’ controls. Therefore, tech- 
niques which parents might not care to use may be quite 
useful and necessary for a sitter—bribes for instance. Also, 
behaviors which parents might not allow as a regular thing 
might be permitted by the sitter—allowing the child to stay 

e up a little later than his regular bedtime. Combining these 
techniques and giving “more rope” often results in some- 
thing of a bargaining relationship between sitter and sittee. 


If the same sitter sits frequently and a friendship re- 
lationship develops, the bargaining becomes less obvious, 
more subtle. Much more of the behavior becomes “just do- 
ing things together.” But it always stays there in the back- 
ground, and may come forward véry overtly as the child 
feels freer to misbehave.

Important Role Played by Wildcatters

HOUSTON, Dec. 27. 


OURISTS, hoping to get a 
glimpse of a typical Texas 
oil tycoon, usually head for 


the Shamrock hotel, that fabu- 


lous symbol of both Houston and 
Glenn McCarthy, the king of the 
wildcatters, who built it. 


There they stick their heads 
into the famed Emerald Room, 
so named because of its pre- 
dominant color. (There are 63 
shades of green in the decora- 
tion of the hotel.) This famous 
room is an oversized cocktail 
lounge, so big that a famous 
comedian said, on entering it, 
“I’ve played in towns smaller 
than this.” 


In the Emerald -Room, the 
tourists see men in cowboy hats 
and boots and fancy shirts talk- 
ing in terms of millions, and are 
naturally “impressed. Even a 
lot of Houstonians think the 
Emerald Room is a_ veritable 
beehive of billions. But take it 
from a veteran newspaper man 
who spent many years as oil 
editor of a Houston paper, that's 
the last place to go to see the 
real McCoy. 

What you find there, he told 
me, are the lease hounds and 
promoters, most of whom have 
just enough money to put on a 
big front while they try to put 
over, or get in on, a deal. There 
is a steady turnover among 
them. Every now an@ then one 
of them just fades out of the 
picture, but a new one turns-up 
to take his place. Not long ago 
one of these “Texas oil millién- 
aires” was sued by the Sham- 
rock for a $113 bar bill. 

Where one would find the real 
Houston Big Rich, among the 
old timers who have more or 
less retired, would be at the 
Houston Club or the Tejas Club, 
playing gin rummy, or at the 
Houston Country Club or the 
River Oaks Country Club, play- 
ing golf or relaxing. Mest of 
them shy away from publicity 
like a rabbit from a hound dog. 

Some of them have seen what 


-has been written about them, 


and didn’t like it. Others, like 
John Mecom, just aren’t inter- 
ested in being written about at 
all. Mecom is one of the richest, 
but least known of all the Texas 
Big Rich. Fortune magazine 
sent an emissary to Houston to 
see about doing a story on him. 
No, he said, he believed he'd 
rather not. The man wanted 
to know why, and Mecom said, 
“Well, I’m doing all right as 
things are, and after all, I 
haven't got anything to sell, so 
why do I need ~ 
* 


ECOM’S father was an oil 
man before him. John Me- 
com got his start about 20 
years ago when he bought a lease 
from the Texas Co. just for the 
salvage. He was going to salvage 
the pipes and other materials 
on dry wells and worn-out wells. 
He looked things over and got 
the idea that maybe if he got a 
rig in and dug a little deeper 
in some of those dry holes, he 
might bring in something. He 
rented a second-hand rig and, 
with the help of his wife and 
a hired Negro boy, went to 
work. He brought in a little 
production and with the pro- 
ceeds bought more leases. He 
continued to expand and fortune 
continued to smile. Recently he 
discovered a tremendous new 
New Orleans, and 
they say that not many oil men 
have more oil reserves than 
Mecom. He is only 45 years old. 
Another 45-year-old multi- 
millionaire, who perhaps more 
than anyone else in the busi- 


future, is Michael T. Halbouty, 
With some of the old-timers it 
was luck; with some it was hard 
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member of more than a dozen 
scientific engineering and tech- 
nical societies. Yet he is a wild- 
catter, too. 

When Halbouty got out of 
school he went to work for the 
Yount-Lee Oil Co., which dis- 
covered the flank production at 
Spindletop at Beaumont in 1925 
and started the second boom 
there. Yount-Lee, from 1930 to 
1935, was the biggest oil pro- 
ducer in the world. Glenn 
McCarthy married Lee’s daugh- 
ter, Faustine, but refused to ac- 
cept any help from her father. 

Halbouty, then only 22 years 
old, was working with Yount in 
a field known as High Island 
Dome in Galveston county. They 
hit salt, which is usually a sig- 
nal to give up. Halbouty in- 
sisted they continue drilling. 
Yount, who, like a lot of old 
timers, had little faith in geolo- 
gists, insisted on giving up. 
Yount staked his job on his opin- 
ion. They drilled a little fur- 
ther and brought in oil. That 
was the beginning of Halbouty’s 
fame as a geologist and engineer. 

Later he went to work for 
Glenn McCarthy and was with 
him during several of his im- 
portant early discoveries. He 
left McCarthy after a couple of 
years, 

“He’s a dynamic character,” 
Halbouty says, “but we couldn’t 
pull together.” 

Oe 
ALBOUTY was working as a 
consulting geologist when 
World War II came along. 

He went into service as a captain 
and came out a lieutenant colonel, 
serving as chief of the petroleum 
production section, planning di- 
vision, Army-Navy Petroleum 
Board. 

He came home. from the war 
virtually broke. He opened an of- 
fice as a geologist, prospered and 
started buying leases. He leased 
a big block of acreage in an old 
producing field in Louisiana 
that was considered dead. He 
started drilling and found oil. 
Known as an engineer with a 
lot of geological daring, he com- 
bined his knowledge and daring 
with striking success. 

As a consulting geologist and 
petroleum engineer he has either 
discovered or been geologically 
responsible for new production 
in 19 fields, some old and some 
new. He either owns an inter- 
est in or operates producing 
wells in 23 fields. At times he 
has as many as a dozen rigs run- 
ning, all the way from the Gulf 
Coast to California. 

Halbouty is dark, handsome, 
exceptionally well dressed in a 
conservative way. 

“If there is such a thing as a 
typical Texas oil man,” he told 
me, “you will find him reticent 
and shy, but with the Texas 
flair of being completely inde- 
pendent. They’re not crazy about 
getting their names in Time 
magazine. In fact, some of the 
publicity has done the oil in- 
dustry a lot of harm. Stories 
of big money give people the 
idea that getting rich in oil is 
too darned easy. 

“They don’t hear about the 
dry holes, and there are nine or 
10 dry holes for every one that 
produces oil. For instance, there 
was 
dietop. But only $30,000,000 
came out. 

“The whole oil industry is 
blamed for what two or three 
men do. You can’t judge the 
manufacturing industry for what 
someone like, say, Tommy Man- 
ville does. But most oil mil- 
lionaires do have one thing in 
common, and that’s a sort of 
rugged independence. 

“What you have to bear in

tax laws back in the 1920s. In 
those days, once a pool was 
discovered, as many men as 
could buy leases bought the 
right to drill in it. They usually 
drained it dry in short order. A 
well’s life might end in six 
months to a year. 


The producers and the ranch- 
ers who were getting royalties 
argued that income from oil was 
not like other earnings. It was 
the depletion of a natural re- 
source which, when gone, was all 
gone, like savings. So the Fed- 
eral tax laws gave oil men a de- 
p'etion allowanee which made 
27.5 per cent of all income from 
oil free and clear of any income 
tax. It is this depletion, and the 
way it operates nowadays, which 
makes it possible for successful 
oil men to accumulate millions 
of dollars. Similar depletion al- 
lowances, in varying percentages, 
are in effect for other natural 
resource industries. 


Strong efforts have been made 
to eliminate or reduce the tax 
allowance. Former President 
Truman, various congressmen 
and the Treasury Department 
all tried and failed at various 
times. 


Oil men argue that without 
the depletion allowance, there 
would be no wildcatters. And 
the risk, men like Halbouty 
point out, is great. A dry hole 
can cost from $30,000 to several 
hundred thousand dollars. There 
are a lot of dry holes, and for 
every man who has made his 
millions, hundreds have wound 
up broke. Even men who had it, 
have lost it. They tell of one in- 
dependent who, in 1939, was 
“rich as Croesus.” But he wasn’t 
satisfied. He kept on drilling 
and got nothing but a succession 
of dry holes until he was flat 
broke. 

x * * 


TILL another tax angle works 
§ 10 the advantage of the oil 

man if he is successful. All 
new drilling expenses may be 
charged off against income 
as current expense. It works 
like this. Say a  wildcatter 
strikes it rich and has an 
income of $5,000,000 from oil. 
The depletion allowance gives 
him $1,375,000 free and clear to 
pocket. The balance of $3,625,- 
000 is taxable. But instead of 
letting it be taxed away by the 
Government at 85 per cent, they 
go out and “drill it up.” If they 
miss, most of it would have gone 
in taxes anyway. If they dis- 
cover more oil, they pocket an- 
other 27.5 per cent of the wealth. 
Or, if they sell it to major com- 
it is taxed as a capital 


Most of the wealth of men 
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like Hugh Roy Cullen, Mecom, 
Halbouty and the rest isn’t in 
the bank. It’s under the ground 
in the form of oil reserves, es- 
timates made by geologists and 
petroleum engineers of how long 
the flow will last. When Cullen 
gives money to the University 
of Houston, he gives them oil 
leases, representing certain re- 
serves. Or, he may have the 
bank extend the money to one 
of his charities, and give the 
leases to the bank. | 


During World War II the sale 
of war bonds was lagging in 
Houston, and Cullen wanted to 
give it a shot in the arm. He 
called his banker and said if 
the banker would loan him 
$1,000,000, he would buy $1,- 
000,000 worth of war bonds. The 
bank did, and he. did. 

While mest oil men are ardent 
state’s righters, fearing any gov- 
ernment encroachment on their 
domain, nearly all of those in 
Houston, if they dabble in poli- 
tics at all, have confined them- 
selves to the local and state 
variety. A notable exception is 
Cullen, who plainly looks upon 
himself as a powerful figure in 
national affairs. 

Cullen had always been active 
in Houston politics and some- 
times in state politics, but he 
ventured on the national scene 
only when Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was nominated. Cullen went 
east and inquired around about 
Roosevelt and came back and 
announced that F.D.R. talked too 
much and he was against him. 

He despised the New Deal, 
which he called creeping social- 
ism. He once bought full page 
ads in the Louisville Courier- 
Journal to try to defeat Alben 
Barkley, and other full-page ads 
in Washington, D.C., and other 
papers to air his views of any- 
thing connected with the Demo- 
cratic party. 

First he was for Willkie, and 
then he decided Willkie was too 
much of a One World man, a 
philosophy of which Cullen want- 
ed no part. He fought the 
Marshall Plan, called it a hand- 
maiden of world union, and said 
the billions to be sent to Europe 
should either go to retiring the 
government indebtedness or be 
put into atomic bombs 4nd long- 
range airplanes to protect the 
country. 

At one time he was a Truman 
man, but Truman’s policies, when 
he became President, (partic- 
ularly his civil liberties pro- 
gram), were too much for Cul- 
len and he turned against Tru- 
man. He was a Dewey man, too, 
but later turned against him. 

A staunch states rights ad- 
vocate, he marshaled the third 
party forces in Texas to join 
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JOHN MECOM ... AT 45, HE IS ONE OF THE RICH- 
ND LEAST KNOWN OF ALL THE TEXAS BIG

This included 
contributions to the campaigns 
of Senator McCarthy in Wiscon- 
sin, and Senator Jenner in In- 
diana. His recorded direct con- 
tributions were $53,000, but esti- 
mates around Houston place 
them at about $750,000.

E boasts of having groomed 

Eisenhower for tne presi- 

dency, and sends a steady 
flow of letters and telegrams to 
the President, Senators and Con- 
gressmen telling them how he 
thinks things should be handled. 
Every now and then he calls a 
press conference in Dallas. Re- 
porters dutifully attend. Quite 
often they get a statement to the 
effect that Cullen is extremely 
worried about the way things 
are being handled in Washing- 
ton, and that he sees little hope 
for the future of the country. 

Cullen once called Senator 
McCarthy, “the greatest man in 
the country” and sponsored the 
Senator’s visit last spring to 
make the annual San Jacinto 
commemorative address here. 
The fact that McCarthy drew 
only 4200 people to a stadium 
which holds 30,000, combined 
with subsequent events in the 
Senator’s career may have had 
something to do with the general 
opfhion around Houston that 
Cullen and other oil millionaires 
who courted McCarthy are rap- 
idly cooling off toward him.

West opens the 10 of spades— ' 
and before we go into any real 
complexies, it is worth observing 
that most declarers would beat 
themselves even before they got 
well started. They would fig- | 
ure on finessing diamonds into 
East, and thus they would duck 
the first trick in dummy and 
win with the spade king, leaving 
the Q-9 of spades on the table 
“for protection.” Things would 
not work out that way, however. 
East, of course, would also play 
low (the spade eight for en- 
couragement) on Trick 1, and to 
declarer’s disgust it would be 
West who got in with the dia- 
mond stopper. Then West's 
spade continuation through dum. 
my would give East four tricks 
and set the contract. 


But suppose declarer is far- 
sighted enough to realize that 
the above method is dangerous, 
and to spike the enemy’s spade 
guns, covers West's spade 10 
with the queen. This sets a 
very different chain of possible 
actions into motion. Now, to 
have any chance, East must take 
the queen with the ace, but he 
cannot return a spade to the 
combination tenace in the 
North-South hands, nor can he 
profit from a heart or a club 
shift. The remarkable feature 
at this point is that only a dia- 
mond return, right up to dum- 
my’s formidable holding, can 
keep alive any defensive hope. 
Dummy will capture West’s 
queen, of course, but now, if 
declarer makes the “natural” 
move to establish the rest of the 
diamond suit, West gets in with 
the king, and his spade contin- 
uation forces out South’s lone 
stopper. South can’t win nine 
tricks without a club trick and 
he won't get that trick. 

But wait! If East can be so 
brilliant (or something) to lead 
the diamond at Trick 2, South 
can be just as smart. He takes 
West’s diamond queen and leads 
a club—and the defenders wilt.
